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MEMORANDA. 


Population.—The estimated population of New South Wales on 31st 
December, 1908, was 1,605,032. This shows an increase for the year of 
31,808, or at the rate of 2-02 per cent. The birth-rate, 26-78 per 1,000 
of population, showed a slight falling-off compared with the last two years, 
but is equal to the average for the last five years. The death-rate, 10-13 
per 1,000, is equal to that for 1905, and, with the exception of 1906, is 
the lowest on record. 

Trade.—The imports during January were valued at £2,525,428, which 
shows a decrease of £148,330, or over 5 per cent., as compared with the 
corresponding month of last year. The direct oversea imports amounted 
to £1,630,521, as compared with £1,679,245 in 1908. There were 
increases in iron and steel and timber, but decreases in apparel and 


soft goods, machines and machinery, sugar, and tea, 


The oversea exports for January amounted to £2,724,621, and show a 
large increase of £1,271,983, or over 87 per cent., as compared with the 
corresponding month of last year. There was an increase of £1,126,000 
in wool, and £242,000 in wheat and flour. Butter and coal showed 
decreases of £59,778 and £60,876 respectively. Separating merchandise 
from gold, the exports of the former increased by £1,285,327, and of 
the latter decreased by £13,344. 


Public Finances. — The Public Accounts for January show that the net 
revenue for the month was £1,120,832, or £51,888 less than in 
January of last year. During the seven months ended 31st January, 
the revenue was £7,858,196, being £505,603, or 6 per cent., less than 
the corresponding period of the last financial year. The principal in- 
creases in receipts during the seven months were—From Land Revenue, 
£95,515; Railways and Tramways, £157,961; and Sydney Harbour 
Trust, £1,552. The returns from Commonwealth revenue decreased by 
£431,227 ; and taxation, £178,873. The expenditure during January, 
was £1,066,024, an increase of £85,088 as compared with January of 
last year. During the seven months the expenditure was £7,665,159, 
being £699,822, or 9 per cent., more than in 1907-8. Expenditure on 
Government Departments increased by £146,518, Business Under- 
takings by £375,324, and Interest payments by £11,180, On the 31st 
January, 1909, the balance to credit of the Consolidated Revenue 
Account was £1,545,567. 
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Mineral Production, 1908.—The value of the minerals won in New South 
Wales during 1908 was equal to £8,384,149, there being a decrease of 
£1,911,141 over the value for 1907. The fall in the prices of metals 
during 1908, and consequent restricted output, especially in silver-lead, 
copper, and tin, was principally the cause of this large decrease. To the 
total, gold contributed £954,854 ; silver and silver-iead, £2,160,195 ; 
coal, £3,353,093 (the largest on record); and copper £502,812. The 
gold yield during January was 19,885 oz. crude, equal to 16,739 oz. fine, 
valued at £71,102, and showed a decrease of 9,295 oz. fine, and 
£39,481 in value, compared with January of last year. 


Prices.—The general index number for January was slighly lower than in 
December, 1908, and was lower than for January in any of the previous 
fouryears. The index numberfor pastoral produce was 1,064, and for metals 
1,093, and for all articles 1,110. Prices generally were about the same 
level as at the end of 1908. Wheat, leather, frozen mutton, and tin 


decreased in value; and flour, silver, and copper showed increases. 


Meteorology.—During January, the weather conditions were moderately dry 
almost throughout the State. With the exception of portions of the N.W. 
Plain, Central Tableland, Central Western Plain, and the South Coast, 
the rainfall was below the average, more especially over the North Coast 
and Tablelands, and the whole of the Western Division and Riverina. 
The temperature, generally speaking, was slightly below the average. 

Land Selections.—During January 245 new settlers applied for 164,290 acres, 
and 175,502 acres, representing 190 blocks, were set apart for residential 
settlement.
